WASHINGTON (NC) — “‘I think 
the government has a responsibility to 
opt on the side of life for the unborn,”’ 
President Ronald Reagan said in a 
message to thousands of abortion 
opponents gathered in Washington 
Jan. 22 to mark the ninth anniversary 


of the Supreme Court decision that — 


overturned most state laws restricting 
abortion. 


_ “T believe that when we talk about 


|. abortion, we are talking about two 


lives, that of the mother and that of 
the child,’’ said the presidential 
message, read by U.S. Secretary of 
Health and Human Services Richard 
S. Schweiker to thousands of pro- 
lifers gathered on the snow-covered 
ellipse south of the White House. 


THE ENTHUSIASTIC but 
smaller than usual crowd that was 
gathered for the ninth annual March 
for Life cheered Schweiker, March for 
Life leader Nellie Gray, and five U.S. 
congressmen at the hour-long rally on 
the ellipse before marching down 
Pennsylvania Avenue to lobby their 
congressmen for a_ constitutional 
amendment to ban abortion.

WARNING ISSUED — In their first joint 
pastoral letter since the imposition of martial law 
Dec. 13, the Polish bishops warned that the violation 
of human freedom in the country could lead to civil 
war. The letter, read last Sunday in all churches 
throughout Poland, called for an end to martial law, 
‘the ‘‘rapid release’. of all prisoners, and the 
cessation of ‘‘coercion based on (communist) 
ideology.”’

The programs are prepared by a team of 
radio teachers, so in-this way the small supply 
‘of teachers is ‘‘multiplied’’ like the loaves and 
fishes, through the miracle of radio. 

Thanks to this radio education instruction 
has been made possible even in the most 
remote villages, scattered in the dense 
Amazon forests. There are now 104 centers 
for adults and 164 for primary education, 24 
for intermediate. The radio school has 
achieved results, including the education of 
many community leaders.

MRS. EWERS, a parishioner at 
St. John of the Cross Church in 
Lemog, Grove and the director of San 
Diego Birthright, believes abortion is 
the ‘‘ultimate (male) chauvinism’’ 
because of what she calls an ‘“‘either- 
you-get-rid-of-it-or-I’ll-leave 
philosophy’’ on the part of many men 
once they learn that they have 
fathered a child they don’t want. 


Birthright was founded 13 years 
ago in Canada, and now has more 
than 460 centers just in the United 
States. Birthright supplies 
counselling, help, emotional support, 
baby clothes and other material 
assistance to expectant mothers or 
those who have already had their 
babies. 


Taking a non-judgmental approach 
with unwed mothers, Birthright 
believes ‘‘that every pregnant woman 
has a right to give birth and every 
child has a right to be born,”’ said 
‘Mrs. Ewers. 


BIRTHRIGHT OF San Diego is 
just beginning its second year of 
operation, and in that time has 
persuaded 13 mothers who were 
planning to have abortions to give

MIRA MESA — Good -Shepherd 
parish plans to open its own school 
this coming September, the first new 
parochial: school in the diocese in 15 
years. 


With 2,000 ane families, 


“more than 1,100 children in its after- 


school CCD program, a large number 
of youngsters going to out-of-parish 
parochial schools, and a location in 
one of San Diego County’s prime 
growth areas, Good Shepherd is the 


‘ideal candidate for a parish school of 


its own. 


‘““WE HAVE the kids and we have 
the classrooms, and it’s time we 
brought them together’’ is the 
prevailing mood of most parents and 
parishioners and the pastor, Father 
Eamonn F. Lyng, said Rick 
Kneeshaw, co-chairman of the Good 
Shepherd School Committee. 


Composed of parents and other 
interested parishioners, the com- 
mittee and its various sub-committees 
have been operating for the past 18 
months to raise funds, plan the 
finances, educational policy .and 
facilities, and handle legal problems 
and publicity as well. 


_Working closely with Father Lyng 
are Joe Kloberdanz, Dr. Ed Kugawa 


of the University of San Diego and the 
subcommittee chairmen; the overall 
project has had to meet the , 
requirements of Father William 
Elliott, diocesan vicar for education, 
and Father Dennis Clark, diocesan 
superintendent of schools. 


‘“‘THE BISHOP was concerned 
that the school be self-supporting,’’ 
said Father Lyng. ‘‘We are still 
paying off our parish debt and we are 
looking at a church down the road.”’ 
(The present 750-seat parish hall will 
eventually become a multi-purpose 
building.) 

Good Shepherd has the obvious 
advantange of already having eight 


CCD classrooms as the nucleus of its 


new parochial school, so that’ physical 
plant is a minimal consideration. The 
past year-and-a-half has involved 
mainly fund-raising, a parish survey, 
some facilities modification, 
budgeting and staffing. Final 
decisions about the first few grades, 
hiring and registration will be made 
within the next month or two, with a 
September, 1982, opening. 

“The exciting thing is that we 
worked within the system, but in a 
realistic, business-like way,’’ said 
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supporters of Birthright, 
Ewers. In _ addition 
members like Mrs. Betty Tyrpin of 


_ Precious Blood parish in Chula Vista 


come in weekly to help out at the 
office, and Mrs. Rosemary Lehr, an 
RN from St. Rita parish, conducts 
pregnancy tests for Birthright. 


Mrs. ‘Sue J: acobsen of Our Mother

Birthright volunteers are not 
professional counsellors, noted Mrs.

After the birth of her baby, Debby 
K. was helped by Birthright; she 
received some financial assistance, 
help in finding a place to live, and 
things for her baby, now two months 
old. Over the Christmas holidays, 
with no relatives in town, she was 
visited by Birthright volunteers who 
think of those they help more as 
friends than as clients at a social 
welfare agency. 


“‘People I’ve never met before 
helped me. People dropped by just to 
see how I was doing. And no one 
judged me because I had a baby, with 
no father around,’’ said Debby. 


TO DO MORE, says Mrs. Ewers, 
would mean opening an additional 
Birthright center in a more central 
location, such as North Park or 
Southeast San Diego. While 
volunteer and financial assistance are 
always welcome, she added, what is 
really needed’ is someone willing to 
donate the long-term use of a small 
house.

‘Heroes’ today have smaller dimensions 


Some astuté observers of today’s younger generation 
contend that one of the reasons for the rise in juvenile 
delinquency is that young people no longer have heroes — 
no one to place on a pedestal and to emulate. 


That apparently is not the case, judging by the results of 
a recent poll conducted by the’ World Almanac among eighth 
grade students throughout the United States. Our young 
people do have heroes, it seems, but their choices — as 
reported by the Almanac — make depressing reading. 

The list is headed by screen star Burt Reynolds and the 
top 10 include screen personalities Richard Pryor, Alan 
Alda, Brooke Shields, Bo Derek and George Burns; TV 
performers John Ritter, Scot Baio and Steve Martin; and 
boxer Sugar Ray Leonard. 

Those of us among the ‘‘older set’’ can remember times 
past when boys and girls had idols of considerably higher 


level of achievement. There may have been a film star or . 


two among the people they most admired. But many 
youngsters had as their heroes the great personages of the 
nation’s past — George Washington, Abraham Lincoln, 
Booker T. Washington, Robert E. Lee. 

“Why is it that the young people of today no longer seem 
to look up to people of this stature? 

One of the problems is that it has become fashionable in 
our, society to try to. ‘‘debunk’’ our heroes. Television and 
other news media tend to emphasize the negative in 
reporting on the leading men and women in our time, and 
to strip them of any aura of heroism. 

This is especially true in the world of sports. The great 
stars of other eras were remote, Olympian figures admired 
from afar. 


Nowadays, TV’s prying eye and cynical sports writers ~ 


take us into the locker room and show us the less-than- 
admirable side of many of the big names. nal 

The athletes, themselves, have succeeded - in 
disillusioning many of the young by their strikes and the 
astronomical compensation so many of them demand for 
mediocre performances. 

Since the Vietnam War, military figures are out of favor 
as heroes. Watergate and other scandals have made 
political leaders suspect among both young and old. 


But the discouraging aspect of the eighth grade choices of 
heroes is that it seems obvious the only candidates to whom 
they are being exposed are the flashy personalities of little 
substance — and in some cases, of dubious moral 
standards — they see on the TV and movie screens. 


There are many heroes for them to esteem and imitate in 
the world today; people of solid accomplishment, people 
who are working hard to make a better world. Mother 
Teresa comes to mind immediately. 

It is up to parents, teachers and other concerned adults 
to make the young aware of the real, worthwhile leaders in 
our midst and to encourage them to make such figures their 
role models. 

Catholic Schools Week is a good time for these adults to 
consider that a Catholic education means academic 
excellence in a caring community which fosters religious 
formation and Christian discipline and is one means of 
leading our youth to improved visions of ‘‘heroes.”’

Feast or famine? 


Now that the figures for the church creche have been 
packed away for another year, the last of the pine needles 
have been swept up, and the sound of Christmas carols is 
stilled, we have time to reflect on the meaning of that which 
we have celebrated. At a moment in time God became 
incarnate. The Word became flesh and blood. God 
embraced our human condition so that in Jesus He saw the 
sun rise and set with eyes like our own, and 
touched to heal those broken and diseased with hands just 
like our own. 


In most parishes, the Christmas season is a sensory feast. 
The eye is assaulted from every side. There is the blaze of 
candles in gleaming candelabra, the vibrant color of 
pointsettias, banners and vestments, the beautiful 
simplicity of the familiar figures of the nativity scene. Our 
sense of smell is engaged: incense, pine, cedar and roses.

Each week our parish prayer list includes several 
pleas for help in enduring the ravages of cancer. The 


number of those ill with this disease far exceeds those . 


suffering from other maladies. ‘‘Why is that?’’ one 
person asked last week. Stress, we replied. ~ 


There are the obvious ‘‘major’’ stresses that affect 
us whether we are aware of it or not — the threat of 
nuclear war, the increase of international terrorism, 
the incessant airings of conflict and violence. 


THERE ARE ALSO the much more personal 
insecurities that arise from the high incidence of 
crime and disrespect for life. There are the daily 
stresses of merely driving to work and back, or 
shopping or going to school. For many people, the 
necessary business of trying to make a good living 
can be dangerously stressful. 


But by far the greatest threat to the harmonious 
functioning of the whole person — body, mind and 
spirit — lies, I believe, in the areas of self-esteem 
and human relationships. The- simple business of 
getting along well together in a way that is 
supportive and not destructive to our self-respect 
and sense of worth can become remarkably stressful 
at times, when our emotional reactions may throw

the whole body — and mind — out of kilter.

TODAY I WAS WRITING a letter to a friend 
seriously ill with cancer when I raised my eyes to the 
window and saw framed there a great dark hawk. It 
hung quite motionless high above the ground, wings 
fully extended, facing into the brisk wind. It was not 
fighting against the force of the wind but seemed to 
be leaning against it. The wings neither dipped nor 
flapped. 


After a while the wind dropped a little and the 


hawk slipped sideways with a slight realignment of 


its wings, caught the new current and soared slowly 
and with infinite grace in a leisurely arc before 
allowing itself to be carried over the hill on the lifting 
airstream. 


It seemed to me to be very significant but for the 


moment I could not think in what way. Then as I 
reflected on it, the thought occurred that I had just 
witnessed an act of complete confidence and trust in 
the laws and powers of nature. The hawk had known 
the way of the wind and, knowing it, given itself over 
to its aerodynamic lift and accomplished the 
apparent miracle of remaining in motionless suspen- 
sion against all laws of gravity! 


PERHAPS WHAT I SAW of significance in that 
moment of wonder was a reflection of the need we 
creatures have to ease from striving and struggling 
against the squalls of life, and lean on the wind of the 
spirit from time to time, allowing ourselves to be 
uplifted and moved and supported and carried a 
while. True, it is easier when one has experience of 
the ways of the spirit but in order to gain that, it is 
necessary first to spread the wings and oT 
oneself into the grace-stream. 


In this age of constant motion, constant electronic 
chatter and noise, constant alarm, we do appalling 
damage to ourselves when we neglect to lean on the 
spirit of God and let Him hold and lift and sweep us 
off our feet into the peace and calm of His presence. 
Today I saw a-hawk not flying on the wind and it 
lent wings to my spirit. What a blessing! 


Racism and private schools 


WASHINGTON (NC) — In most news accounts 
the Reagan administration’s handling of the flap 
over tax exemptions for racially discriminatory 


private schools was played as a major civil rights 


confrontation. 


That it was. But the debate over the exemptions 
also raises the less prominent church-state issue of 
the extent to which government can decide which 
religious practices are acceptable and which are not. 


TAKE FOR INSTANCE Bob Jones University, 
the Greenville, S.C., fundamentalist school which 
lost its tax éxemption a decade ago because it would 
not admit blacks. Though it. now has _ blacks 
enrolled, it does not allow interracial dating because, 
it says, the Bible prohibits mixing of the races. 


The university, whose litigation helped prompt 
the Reagan administration’s flurry of activity, 
claims that denying it a tax exemption solely on the 
basis of its racial policies is a violation of its right to 
free exercise of religion. 

The Internal Revenue Service, on the other hand, 
had contended that Bob Jones was no longer eligible 
for the public subsidy that tax exemption represents 


because its violation of accepted public policy norms 
on racial discrimination outweighed its claim that it 


had the First Amendment right to follow its religious 
beliefs. 


To some, IRS denial of an exemption to Bob 
Jones conjures up all sorts of nightmarish possi- 
bilities: 

e If abortion were to become even more widely 
accepted in public policy than it is now, one attorney 
has argued, what would stop the IRS from removing 


the tax exemption of Catholic hospitals that refuse to 


perform abortions? : 


e Likewise, what would stop the IRS someday 
down the road from challenging the exemption of 
any church which, again in violation of generally 
accepted public policy, ‘‘discriminates’’ against 
women by denying to them certain church positions 
available only to men? 


Of course, others would say those two examples 
are fairly farfetched. Though government at times 
has had to draw the line on unacceptable religious 
practices — polygamy being one example — the line 
is drawn so narrowly that there are few religious 
practices which would not be protected under the

Still, some mainline church groups, while 
abhorring the brand of racism practiced by Bob 
Jones University, have expressed concern over what 
they say is the government’s seeming unwillingness 
to accept at face value an organization’s claim of 
religious freedom. 


IN A FRIEND-of-the-court brief filed at the 
Supreme Court in connection with the Bob Jones 
case, the American Baptist Churches and the United 
Presbyterian Church charged that the IRS has arbi- 
trarily defined public policy on racial discrimination 
and has attempted to alter Bob Jones University’s 

“*sincerely held sek beliefs’’ by removing its tax 
exemption. ; 


While an improvement, the legislation Reagan is 
urging Congress to pass probably won’t entirely 
satisfy the church-state concern either. Reagan’s 


bill, sent to Congress Jan. 18, would allow religious’ 
schools to give preference to members of their own 
faith but would expressly prohibit exemptions if such 
preferences were based on race “‘or a belief that 
requires discrimination on the basis of race.”’

A FIRM BELIEVER that there is 
more -to the Catholic school than just 
the quality and professionalism of its 
teachers, Mrs. Harty sees herself and 
her staff as performing a vital ministry 
within the Church, the prime reason 
they teach in Catholic schools when 
the public systems are more 
competitive in terms of salary and 
other fringe benefits.

At Mass one Sunday my pastor told 
the story of an encounter with a 
woman who apparently made heavy 
demands on his skills as a counselor. 


The woman, distraught and weeping, 


told him that her husband had 


‘committed suicide not long before. 


Over the course of several hours, 
the pastor related, the woman’s 
central concern gradually became 
apparent: She was petrified that she 
was responsible for her husband’s 
drastic decision. Overcome by guilt, 
she had examined and re-examined 
their life together to see where she was 
to blame. Finally, unable to find any 


‘comfort, she had called the parish 
to eae 


hoping to tell her fears 
sympathetic person. 


THEN, WITH the experienced 
pastor’s careful approach, the death 
became the occasion for the woman to 
review some of the threads of her life 
with her husband, with its mixture of 
happiness and sorrow. 


Finally, through this encounter, the 
woman was able to gain some 
perspective on her husband’s tragic 
death. Though it would be untrue to 
say the woman’s sense of worry was 
removed during a single session, she 
nonetheless left with her anxiety 
somewhat alleviated. 

Listening to the pastor’s story} it 
seemed to me that the woman 
provided a vivid illustration of an 
experience that is common to most 
people at some point in life. 


FACED WITH aa situation which 
horrifies us or with something which 
strikes us as overwhelmingly evil, we 
are apt to feel helpless and -alone. 
Then pastoral counseling and even 
the sacrament of.reconciliation can 
prove their great value. 


Christians believe Jesus brought 
reconciliation into the world. He

the compassionate, reconciling Father 
should be. 


Father Kenneth Leech, an 


Anglican. priest, writing in a book 
_ Called True Prayer, describes sin and 
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penance. He views sin in primarily 
theological. terms since ‘‘it has to do 
with our relationship with God.”’ 

ACCORDING TO Father Leech, 
living in a state of sin means:one is 
separated ‘‘from God, from others, 
and from oneself. Through sin, the 
face of God is obscured.”’ 


Penitence, Father Leech goes on to 


say, is a commitment to examine 


one’s own inner motives and 


intentions, and, bringing them into — 
- consciousness as much as possible, to 


ackriowledge them. 


He calls penance ‘“‘the most 
intimate and most personal of all 


’ sacraments.’’ Here, ‘“‘every human 
being comes alone face to face with © 


God. Here Jesus confronts me with 
the choice between death and life, 
between selfishness and 
discipleship,’’ he writes. 


IN PREPARING for the 
sacrament, people look inward. 
Father Leech points out the purpose 
of self-examination is repentance 
‘fand we can only repent of what we 
know.”’ 


Therefore, he says, ‘‘We try to look 
beneath and beyond the facades and 
pretences which we build around us, 
to see the reality of our own sin. This 
involves facing...our lack of faith, our 
unwillingness to trust, the defenses by 
which we protect ourselves against the 
reality of God.”’ 


Sometimes people turn to the 
sacrament of reconciliation during a 
crisis — impelled by a sense that 
something has gone terribly awry. At 
such times, the sacrament can seem 
very comforting. 


BUT PENANCE serves us well in 
more ordinary situations too. 
Through talking regularly to a 
spiritual guide,’ we can become more 
aware of where we want to go, of how 
we might get there, and even of what 
we are doing well. 


As Father Leech writes: ‘Regular . 


confession should be seen as an 
important aspect of regular prayer. Its 
purpose is not only the removal of sin 
but also the recovery of the Holy 
Spirit.”’

Let me tell you a story about a 
young man who was once deathly 
sick. He had been ill periodically over 


a five-year period and, on the most 


recent occasion, had been hospitalized 
for a. month. His condition was 
steadily worsening. 


The young man, due to the overall 
dulling effect of heavy medication, 
was not as aware of the seriousness of 
his condition as he might have been. 
Largely at his insistence, the 
attending physician sent him home 


with a $40 prescription for uppers, - 


which the nurse euphemistically 
called ‘‘mood elevators.’’ 


APPARENTLY, the young man 
figured out later, the physician sent 
him home because he had given up 
hope for his recovery. But the young 
man commented rather bitterly later, 


_ provision had been made that he 


‘‘might die laughing.”’ 


As it happened,.the young man 
then came into the care of another 


physician who performed radical _ 


surgery which saved his life. 
I tell this story — not because it has 
a happy ending but rather because 


this incident became the occasion for " 


a spiritual journey of belief for the 
young man. It is a story about the 
development of belief in one person’s 
life. 


THE GRADUATE student was a 
Catholic — and he had learned all 
about’ heaven and hell as a child. 
Perhaps he had taken the teachings to. 


_heart too much. Now, as a young 
adult, he considered himself a sinner 


— guilty of youthful failings. 


As he lay in his hospital bed that 
frightful evening, the young man 
pondered his choices. Faced with. 
nearly hopeless illness and serious 
surgery, the young man found himself 
in a state close to despair. From his 
early religious. education, he felt he 
probably ought to go to confession. 

But, because he had drifted away 
from the Church as his illness 
progressed, he found himself 


thinking, mistakenly as he learned 


later, that he could not receive the 
sacrament validly. He wanted to talk 
to a particular priest, a friend who 
might understand his present 
believing — yet unbelieving — state. 


ON SEVERAL earlier occasions, 
this priest had been a source of great 
comfort to him in his spiritual 
journeyings. The priest had helped 
the young man understand a little 
better what was happening to him. 


Now, however, the priest was 250 
miles away. The young man found 
himself unable-to ask a stranger to 
administer the sacrament to him. 


SO, THE YOUNG man 
underwent surgery without the solace — 
the sacrament could have provided 
him — without the assurance of being 
in a friendly relationship with the God 
of his childhood. faith. 


Later, throughout his long recovery 
period, the young man engaged in 
several serious conversations with his 
priest-friend. Together they explored 


_ what faith in God means. 


Previously, he had thought of the 
Church and the sacrament of penance 
as a kind of protection from God, a 
way of hiding from the wrath of God. 
Penance, in particular, he had 
considered as a- kind of insurance 
policy, guaranteed to buy him 


‘entrance into eternal life. 


NOW, TALKING with his friend, 
the young man_ gained insight. 
Gradually he learned he had to take 
responsibility for his own actions. He 


learned to abandon himself in trust to 
God. se a 


|. The young man came.to see the. 


sacrament of reconciliation as a kind 
of guide for plotting his course 
through life. He learned, finally, that 
talking over his doubts and failings 
and sins with a compassionate 
spiritual guide could be a valuable 
way of checking his progress as a 
Christian. } 


Finally, the young man, aided by 
his priest-friend’s gentle guidance, 
came to see God more as a father and 
less as a judge. And he was able to 
make what he believed was his first — 
real act of faith in God.

Our Lady’s School 


adopts the elderly

SAN DIEGO — Principal Richard Scherer of 


Our Lady’s School believes that there is more to 
education than es what is stauent in the 
classroom. 


And for the past three years, sixth-, seventh- and 
eighth-graders from the school, which serves Our 
Lady of Guadalupe and Our Lady of Angels 
parishes, have been spending time with the elderly, 
many of them bedridden, in a two-way exchange of 
friendship. 


THE OUTREACH program at Our Lady’s 
School is under the direction of St. Joseph of 
Carondolet Sister Christine Giordano, activities 
coordinator at the school; it has been building, she 
says, ‘‘upon the previous year’s success.” 


Students, if they are willing to participate and 
their parents agree, ‘‘adopt’’ a senior as either their 
own patient or a foster grandparent, and meet with 
them on a regular basis. 

Franciscan Sister Sharon Sterling’s sixth-graders 
visit with seniors who participate in Our Lady of 
Angels’ Nutrition Project on the school grounds; 


Franciscan Sister Moira Frawley’s seventh-graders ~ 


go to the Golden Hills Convalescent Hospital; and 
St. Joseph of Carondolet Sister Rosemarie 
Montoya’s eighth-grade class spends time at the 
skilled -nursing facility of Community Hospital 
(recently renamed San Diego Physicans and 
Surgeons Hospital). 


THE CHILDREN who go to the skilled nursing © 


facility have both the greatest challenge — and the 
greatest reward — because a majority of the patien 
are severely debilitated by age. Most are bedridden 
and at times even have difficulty remembering their 
young visitors from one week to the next, which ca» 
be disheartening to the youngsters at first, who 
might see this as a bleu rebuff. 

The experience is ‘‘very growth producing’’ for 
the children, says Sister Christine. ‘“You can talk 
about Christian responsibility in religion class, but 


‘this gives them a chance to put that into practice. I 
- hope this will be an experience they can look back on 


and share with their own children.’’ 

For Leticia Rendon, an eighth-grader, the 
program provides a sense of responsibility. ‘‘People 
help us when we’re young, and we have to give that 
love in return. They make us feel needed. This is 
something that could make me change my life.”’ 


SEVENTH-GRADER Benjamin Hueso likes 


visiting the elderly ‘‘because they hardly see any 


children. I’ve learned a lot about the old days, and 
I’ve learned to love and respect them. And it’s nice 
to know that just heeabsc we're kids v we can still 
make people happy.”’ 

The children who visit the skilled nursing facility, 
notes Sister Christine, first prepare a written outline 


of whom they will visit, what they will need in the 


way of books, tapes or games, and what they expect 
to accomplish. Once there, they coordinate their 
activities with Carol Roskos, a professional social 
worker. 


She, in turn, visits Our Lady’s School, and 
conducts classes on death and grieving, the effects of 
hospitalization on the elderly, 
vocations. She is a firm believer in the benefits of 
what the children do there — socializing, singing, 
Bible reading, letter writing, playing games, or just 
being there by their presence. 


WHAT IS surprising, both Ms. Roskos and 
Sister Christine agree, is the ease with which the 
children are able to deal with their patients; the sight 
of so many people, clearly at the end of their lives, is 
invariably depressing for adults, even the staff who 
work with them on a professional basis. 


Relationships have developed ‘between the 
children and their foster grandparents, even 
between the families of both, notes Sister Christine. 
But the big dividend in the development of the 
students themselves, she says, is a maturity and 
awareness of things outside of themselves, and 
insights into the aging process, which they couldn’t 
have experienced in any other way. 

And that, feels Ms. Roskos, is important, because 
aging is something most people don’t.care to think 
about until personally confronted by it themselves.

Inside the Gospel of Mark

Mark ends his bright little interlude 
on the selection of the Twelve 
Apostles on a somber note. The last 
name in the list is Judes Iscariot,. 
who betrayed him.’ 


This serves as a sort of transition to 
the next section, in which the 


evangelist Purse the theme of 


rejection. 


THAT THEME is intensified in 
many ways now. We meet for the first 
time a technique, called 
‘*bracketing,’” which Mark often 
employed with powerful, dramatic 
effect. 


Bracketing involves starting one 
story, dropping it to tell another, and 
then finishing the first. The second’ 
story, therefore, is sandwiched 
between the two parts of the first. 


In this case, Mark tells about the - 


family of Jesus coming to the house 
where Jesus is preaching. Their 
attitude toward Jesus is made brutally 
clear: ‘‘He is out of his mind.”’ 

AT THAT point, some scribes 
arrive from Jerusalem charging: ‘‘He 
is possessed by Beelzebub,’’ and, 
“‘He expels demons with the help of 
the prince of demons.”’

But Eliazar felt himself strangely 
drawn to Jesus.

Eliazar moved closer. He sensed 
that something: ‘important was about 
to happen. He pushed his way very 
close to Jesus... © 


‘“‘How many loaves have you?’’ 
Jesus asked His disciples. ““Go and 
see,’’ He told them. 


THEY LOOKED around the 


_crowd for a few minutes. They came 


back to Jesus and reported, ‘“There 
are just five loaves and two fish.”’ 


Mark picks up the first story at the 
point of the family’s actual arrival at 
the house. 


In using this arrangement Mark 
gives dramatic expression to the tragic 
truth that the attitude of Jesus’ closest 
relatives was pretty much the same as 
that of his enemies. Mark 


demonstrates an unpleasant thesis_ 


here: Jesus came ‘‘unto his own — 
and his own did not accept him’’ 
(John 1:11). 

HIS FAMILY: may have been 
embarrassed by the hostile attention 
he was getting from the leaders, and 
came to ‘‘take charge of him.’’ 


The family’s conviction that he was 
mad was similar to the assessment of 
some enemies that he was possessed. 
In that time, insanity was akin to 
diabolical. possession in the popular 
‘mind. 


Jesus’ answer was masterful. He 
was obviously performing exorcisms, 
defeating the powers of evil at every 
turn. It would be ridiculous to say 
that he. did this by the power of 
Beelzebub — a contemptuous name 
for Satari. This would mean Satan 
was fighting himself. 

THE SECOND example Jesus 
uses is that of a strong man whose 
house cannot be entered and 


a hungry crowd 


“Have the people sit down on the 
grass in groups,”’ Jesus told them. 
The people sat down in groups. 
Eliazar watched Jesus carefully. 
Jesus took the five loaves and two fish 
into His hands. He raised His eyes to 
heaven and pronounced a blessing. 
He broke the loaves, and gave them to 


the disciples to give to the people. He 


‘Ke he walked and thought and 
prayed, he remembered how God 
once fed the Hebrew people in the 
desert. God gave them a special bread 
called ‘‘manna.’’ ‘‘Is Jesus a prophet 
like Moses who led the people to the 
manna? Or is Jesus acting more like 
God who fed His people in the 
desert?”’ 


Eliazar had more questions than 
answers. He was even more curious 
about Jesus now than he was before. 
Somehow he felt God’s presence that 
afternoon in the desert. 
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plundered unless he himself is first 
rendered powerless. Jesus means that 
in his victories over demons he has 
openly plundered Satan’s realm. 

Implicit in this argument is the 
assumption that Jesus is acting by 
supernatural power. His enemies 
admit that when they accuse him of 
acting with the power of Satan. 

If Jesus is not_acting by Satan’s 
power, then he must act by an even 
greater supernatural power — that of 
the Holy Spirit — which his enemies 


do not recognize. 


THE CONFLICT here is 
profound and goes to the heart of the 
matter, the rejection of Jesus as an 
agent of God. This is the blasphemy 
against the Holy Spirit of which Jesus 


accuses them, as Mark explains. 


When Jesus’ family. finally arrives 
at the house, he is informed that they 
are outside looking for him. For 
Mark, those who are ‘‘outside’’ are 
those who reject Jesus. 

THE REAL point of the story is 
Jesus’ answer to the question, ‘‘Who

are my mother and my brothers?’’ He 
gazes pointedly at those seated 
around him and says: ‘“These are my 
mother and my brothers. Whoever 
does the will of God is brother and 
sister and mother to me.”’ 


Not even the closest personal bonds 
automatically suffice to qualify one for 
membership in Jesus’ true family. 
One must accept Him and actively 
share His central concern: doing the 
will of His Father. 


‘The thesis is incredible’

A book claiming that Jesus Christ . 


married Mary -Magdalene and 
fathered a line of descendants which 
exists today has been greeted 
skeptically and harshly by Church 
officials in England where the book 
was first published. 


‘‘The thesis is incredible in the 


- most literal sense,’’ said Father John 


Crowley,. private secretary to 
Cardinal. George Basil Hume of 
Westminster. : 
-**ACADEMICALLY 
ABSURD,”’ said Anglican Bishop 
Hugh W. Montefiore of Birmingham. 
‘Tt is a sign of the degeneracy of our 
times.’” He is the. Anglican Church’s 
official spokesman on matters of 
biblical research. 


The thesis was also criticized 
sharply in the United States by Jesuit 
theologian Father Walter Burghardt. 


- “Scripture scholars would tell you 
that there is not the slightest shred of 
historical evidence that Jesus married 
Mary Magdalene,’’ said Father 
Burghardt, a Church historian and 
theologian-in-residence at 
Georgetown: University in 
Washington. ‘‘It’s just. a fact. No 
historical evidence exists.’’ 


THE BOOK, titled The Holy Blood 
and the Holy Grail, was published Jan. 


18 in England by Jonathan Cape Ltd. 


The sales are ‘‘really phenomenal,”’ 
said Marilyn Edwards, spokeswoman 
for the publisher. The first two 
printings sold out rapidly and a third 
printing of 10,000 copies is planned, 
she said. 

Delacorte Press has scheduled the 
book for publication in the United 
States in February. 

The book was written by Henry 
Lincoln, a 51-year-old British writer 
and filmmaker; 39-year-old American 
novelist Richard Leigh; and Michael 
Baigent, a 34-year-old New Zealand 
psychologist. j 

The authors say they spent 10 years 
researching the thesis, which centers 
on an alleged secret society in France 
called the Priory of Sion. Claims in 
the book include: 


¢ THE PRIORY membership 


includes direct descendants of Christ 
and the group’s aim is to establish one 


of these descendants as the priest-king 


of a united Europe. Many of the 
descendants are‘ modern European 
nobles. é 


e CHRIST MARRIED Mary 


Magdalene and they had at least one 
child. 


¢ CHRIST WAS NOT killed in 


the crucifixion’ and escaped to 


southern France with his wife and 


child. His bloodline descendants 
founded the medieval Merovingian 


. dynasty of French kings. 


The authors also draw on_ the 
ancient cult of gnosticism and say that 


gnostic texts indicate that a huge body © 


of writing about Christ is not included 
in the New Testament. 


Gnosticism is a pre-Christian 
system of belief which flourished in 
the Middle East during the first three 
centuries of Christianity. It taught 
that salvation is by knowledge, the 
possession of a few. Regarding 
Christ, gnosticism held that he was 
only an intermediary with God. 


THE AUTHORS claim that the 
term ‘‘holy grail,’’? which according to 
medieval legend was either the cup or 
platter used by Christ at the Last 
Supper, also had two secret 
meanings: One was the womb of 
Mary Magdalene, the true receptacle 
of the blood of Jesus; the second is the 
royal blood of the king of the Jews and 
is based on its original spelling in 
Thomas. Mallory’s Morte d’Arthur, 
which was ‘‘sangreal’’ (French for 
royal blood). 

The Duke of Devonshire, who is 
named one of the descendants, called 
the book ‘“absolutely obnoxious.”’ 


Regarding skepticism about the 


book, co-author Lincoln has said: “‘Is 
it more plausible that a man should be 
married and have. children, or that he 
should be born of a virgin, attended 


by choirs of angels, walk on water and _ 


rise from the grave?”’ 

AS FOR THE scholarship of the 
book, he said: ‘‘We take our work 
very seriously, but we don’t take 
ourselves very seriously. If we did 


we’d be megalomaniacs.”’

Schweiker said, ‘‘to have a president 
in the White House who speaks firmly 
and unequivocally for the unborn, 
who speaks for the convictions that 
have made America great.”’ 


The cabinet member, a former 
senator from Pennsylvania and long- 
time opponent of legalized abortion, 
said that abortion ‘‘celebrates the 
‘me’ generation, which says: that only

CONGRESSMEN addressing the

Smith decried the ‘‘senseless mass 
destruction of millions of babies’’ 
through abortion and urged the pro- 
life movement to continue its 
educational campaign ‘‘to shed light 
on an issue fraught with darkness,’’ to 
make Americans aware of the 
meaning of abortion. 


YOUNG PLEDGED ‘‘to keep this 
issue before the public’’ and declared 
a belief that the pro-life movement 
has grown stronger in America since 
he entered Congress five years ago. 


Volkmer said he was convinced 
that America will have a 
‘constitutional amendment. to ban 
abortion...hopefully this year.”’ 


Helms called the 1973 Supreme 
Court decision legalizing abortion a 
‘‘srotesque’’ contradiction of ‘“‘the 
most basic principle of our 
civilization’? and compared it to the 
crime of Cain in the Bible. 


“THE SCIENTISTS now know 
when life begins,’’ he said. ‘‘How can 
it be that our judges do not?”’ 

But he also warned against 
divisions in the pro-life ranks. “‘It 
doesn’t matter who gets the job done, 
just so the job gets done,”’ he said.

The voucher and state aid to private and parochial 
school students are dead issues, said Father Dennis 
R. Clark, diocesan superintendent of schools. But 
there are also some positive things happening locally 
and nationally during this Catholic Schools week as 
well, he feels. 


The voucher concept would have provided 
parents of both private and public school students 
with a choice of how and where to educate their 
children, said Father Clark. A planned California 
signature-gathering drive to put the item on the 
ballot has been postponed ‘“‘but not abandoned 


forever,”’ he said. 


® <“‘THIS IS A complex issue requiring a long- 


range, grass-roots education effort that means 
salvaging public education as well,’’ he noted, 
rejecting the frequent contention that this i is purely a 
‘*Catholic’’ issue. 

The California Supreme Court ruling which 
declared state loans of textbooks to students at 
private, non-profit schools unconstitutional means a 
per-pupil cost of $14.71 which will have to be found 
during the next school year, he noted. 

This means an average of $4,000 per parochial 
school, or an added expense for the entire diocesan 
school system of over $180,000. 

PRESIDENT REAGAN has “‘reaffirmed 
absolutely his commitment to the concept of tuition 
tax credits and has pledged that his administration 
will see to it that Congress will pass enabling 
legislation this year.”’ 

Does Father Clark see that as just another political 
promise? ‘‘We’ll know well before the election,’’ he 
answered.

The outlook for Catholic schools in the diocese is 
good, said Father Clark. ‘‘I don’t see the closing of 
any schools and I do see the opening of new ones...1 
have the confident expectation that we will be 
opening new schools in this diocese in this decade, 


and the first of them will be at Good Shepherd parish 


later this year.’ 


LOOKED AT objectively, noted Father Clark, 


Catholic schools in the diocese ‘‘are superior to the 
public system and even educationally superior to the 
Catholic schools which existed 20 years ago, 
something clearly. reflected in our test scores.’’ 


Credit “obviously” goes to the teachers, he said, 
‘*but what goes on in the school i is highly Hepeusicnt 
on the principal’s leadership.”’ 


Why do parochial school teachers stay on at salary 
levels which on the average are below that of the 
public schools in the area? 


“‘THAT’S ONE of the questions asked of all 
applicants to our school system,’’ answered Father 
Clark. ‘‘These people tend to be conspicuously 
dedicated persons who want the opportunity to teach 
without hassle in a stable environment which is a 
true community and not an armed camp. 


‘They are willing to make some sacrifices so that 
they can function as teachers and not 
disciplinarians. Our schools are small, and our 
teachers are doing what they’re trained to do.’

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Mere survival not enough, 
Catholic educators told 


. SAN DIEGO — The decade from 
1962-1972 saw one-fifth of the 
Catholic parochial schools nationwide 
close their doors. And continued 
inflation, rising costs and the 
increasing numbers of laity who teach 
and administer the schools have 
raised two important questions: 


e CAN THE Catholic parochial 
school system not only survive the 
1980s but also grow into the 1990s 
‘and beyond? 


e CAN THE schools maintain 
their Catholic identity as the number 
of Religious and priests who. staff 
them continues to fall and they: are 
replaced by lay teachers and 
principals? 

With careful, detailed and 
systematic long-range planning and 
the application of sound, small- 
business principles, the answer to 
both questions is an unqualified yes, 
says Richard Burke, business 
planning coordinator for the 
Archdiocese of Hartford, Conn. 


Mr. Burke was in San _ Diego 
recently for an evening session at St. 
Mary Magdalene parish with pastors, 
principals, school board members and 
key parishioners; this was followed by

an all-day, in-depth session at St. 
James parish*in Solana Beach with 
school administrators. 


AT BOTH SESSIONS, the basic 
message was the same: ‘‘Schools 
should not be closing, and if they are, 
they are just not financed properly.”’ 
Written five-year plans, said Mr. 
Burke, covering everything from 
enrollment, staffing, academic and 
religious programming, physical 
plant and financing, can insure not 
only survival, but growth. 


Parochial school systems must 
operate with a basic five-point 
philosophy, he said, including greater 
parental control, new sources of 
funding including long-term 
endowments, much like private 
colleges have, which would provide 
scholarships for those who cannot pay - 
along with greater tuition subsidies 
from those who can, and calendarized 


budgeting instead of annual 
budgeting or even less formal 
systems. 


' That, coupled with sound business 
management principles, he said, will 
not only insure that the Catholic 
schools survive, but that they will 
flourish. Schools slated for closure in

growing debt, declining enrollments 
and the loss of Religious —. and 
therefore less costly — staff are still 
open because of sound management 
and planning. 


ENROLLMENT CAN _ be 
stabilized, debt paid off and cash flow 
improved, but merely staying open is 
not enough for the Catholic schools 
unless they remain Catholic in the 
process, said Mr. Burke. 


“The bishops must see to it that the 


religious, theological and spiritual 
values are maintained by an ever- 
increasing lay staff if the uniqueness 
of the Catholic school system is to 
remain and be rege, Moh 
said. 


“Attention must be given -to 
curriculum, and we must insure that 
faith is integrated into life and 
learning’’ with lay staffs, he noted. 
Continuing in-service education for 
teachers on the diocesan level was his 
suggestion.
